A weatherman's perspective: it’s not always sunny 


The President of Honduras, Car- 
los Flores Facussé, said the storm 
destroyed 50 years of progress. Al- 
together, Mitch affectedsmore than 
three million people. 

And, perhaps most surprising of 
all, Mitch did all of that as a weak 
tropical storm, not some huge, pow- 
erful hurricane. 

Of course, at one point in his life, 
Mitch was a monster-a category 
five storm with sustained winds of 
180 mph. National Hurricane Cen- 
ter statistics indicate Mitch is the 
fourth strongest hurricane ever 
recorded in the Atlantic basin. 

And Mitch retained that rate sta- 
tus for a remarkably long period of 
time. Mitch was a category five 
hurricane for 33 consecutive hours, 
while producing sustained winds of 
180-mph for 15 hours. It truly was 
an awesome display of power. 

But the storm weakened before 
making landfall in Central Ameri- 
ca. “We didn't have a category five 
down there,” said Jerry Jerrell, the 
Director of the National Hurricane 
Center. “It was the rain that killed 
those folks.”

‘To be certified, a product must 
meet nutritional levels set by 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion. A single serving of the food 
must be: 

* Low fat (less than or equal to 
3 grams); 

* Low saturated fat ( 

| or equal to 1 gram); and, 

* Low cholesterol (less than or 
equal to 20 milligrams). 

The food must also have a 
sodium content of less than or 
equal to 480 milligrams. And the 
food must contain ‘at least 10 
percent of the recommended 
daily value for one or more of the 

(following nutrients: protein, Vit- 
amin A, vitamin C, calcium, iron 
or dietary fiber. :

Snail kites which feed almost exclusively on» 


‘apple snails, have the highest ratio of nest fail- 


ures (66%) in birdland. They usually construct - 


' nests in bulrush arid cattail communities, 


although some will nest in scrubs:and in such 
trees as bald and pond cypress, Brazilian pep- 
per, punk and wax myrtle. In all instances, 
however, the next will be over water in order to . 
During high or water fluctuation periods, 
nests constracted in bulrush and cattails often 
collapse into the water for lack of Structural. 
Apple snails commonly adhere to bulrush, 
cattail and pickerelweed stems where they feed 
on algae, When these plants become extremely 
dense, snail kites are unable to penetrate the · narrow, 
‘thick mass to feed. 

Bulrush, cattail and pickerelweed communi- 
ties are thinned or purged during lake habitat 


enhancement projects, making it comfier for 
Kites to. muster a meal on eniergent and ‘more 
widely dispersed marsh vegetation. 

During drought conditions, apple snails bury 
in mud bottoms and estivate (become dormant} 
until favorable water levels return. At this time, 
‘gregarious Snail kites simply pack up and move

A medium-sized raptor, the semi-nomadic, 
sight-feeding snail kites ranks among the 
world's most specialized Falconiformes. 

In the United States, it resides only in penin- 
sular Florida on flooded marshes, shallow lakes 
and along freshwater courses feeding almost) 
exclusively on apple snails. .

In areas'of apple snail abun- 
dance, these birds are likely to 
stay put for long periods, some- 
times, even for several years. 
As snail numbers abate, they'll 
depart for “greener pastures.” 

In Florida, the snail kite 
range is restricted by its spe- 
cialized food requirements: It 
currently roams about six 
large freshwater ‘systems, 
some interconnected and oth- 
ers isolated wetlands. These 
major half-dozen areas include: 

1. The Kissimmee River Val- 
ley, including lakes Tohopekali- 
ga, East Lake, Marion, Mari- 
an, Cypress, Pierce, Hatchine- 
ha, Kissimmee, Arbuckle and 
Istokpoga; 

2. The St. Johns Reservoir, 
including the East Orlando 
Wilderness Park wetlands, 
Blue Cypress Marsh, plus 
Cloud Lake, Strazulla and 
Indrio impoundments; 

3. Lake Okeechobee, north 
and west from Henry Creek to 
Ritta Island. 

4. The Loxahatchee Slough, 
including the West Palm Beach 
Water Catchment Area and 
borrow pits west of the Florida 
Turnpike. 

5. The Florida Everglades, 
including Loxahatchee Nation- 
al Wildlife Refuge, Holey Land 
Wildlife Management Area, 
south of Alligator Alley, Shark 
River Valley, Taylor sloughs, 
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and Everglades National Park. 

6. The Big Cypress National 
Preserve (including Lostman's 
and Okaloacoochee sloughs), 
Hinson Marsh, East Loop and

The High School Competency 
Test (HSCT) assesses perfor- 
mance skills in both communi- 
cations’ and mathematics. It is 
& key indicator of student 
achievement. Passing it is a 
prerequisite for a regular high 
school diploma in Florida. 

Of the 6,476 district students 
who took the test for the first 
time in October. 83 percent 
passed the communication por- 
tion -up from 78 percent a year 
ago and/ahead of this year’s 

\ state erage of 81 percent. 


Eighty percent passed the 
math portion - up from 78 per- 
cent a year ago and ahead of 
this year’s state average of 77 
percent. 

The passing rates on both 
portions have been on an 
upward trend in the district 
since 1996. 

Statewide, they are up from a 
year ago by three percentage 
points in communication and 
two percentage points in math. 

“Improving results in Palm 
Beach County is a testimony to 
both the hard work of our stu- 
dents and the district's com- 
mitment to focus our energy 
and resources on reading, writ- 
ing and math,” said 
Superintendent Joan Kowal. 


The district has been work- 
ing to align curriculum with 
standards the state has set in 
core academic areas that stu- 
dents must master in order’ to 
succeed, 

Kowal explained. “Improving 
student achievement is our top 
priority. Results such as these 
show that:a focused approach 
can help us get the job done.” 

The HSCT is ‘a_multiple- 
choice test that assesses com- 
munication and math skills 
that should be mastered by the 
end of tenth grade. 

Students who fail one or both 
portions of the test the first 
time have additional opportu- 
nities to re-take it before com- 
pleting high school.
